On August 13, 2003, Appellants timely filed an Appeal Brief for the final rejection of 
claims 1-20 in the Office Action dated February 13, 2003. A Notice of Appeal was timely 
filed on June 13,2003. 

In the Office Action, dated November 24, 2003, the Examiner reopened prosecution. 

Appellants consider that, to one of ordinary skill in the art, the newly cited references 
are not relevant to the present invention and that prosecution would not be advanced by 
responding to this Office Action. Therefore, Appellants have petitioned under 37 C.F.R. 
§ 1 . 1 8 1 to reinstate the appeal. 

The contents of the Appeal Brief, filed August 13, 2003, are unchanged by the 
Examiner's reopening of prosecution and the arguments therein do not require any updates. 

In view of these arguments in the Appeal Brief, filed August 13, 2003, Appellants 
submit that claims 1-20, all the claims presently pending in the application, are sufficiently 
enabled and are clearly and patentably distinct from the prior art of record and in condition 
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for allowance. Thus, the Board is respectfully requested to remove all rejections of claims
